The Rattlesnake, says the California 
Chronicle, a British vessel sent out from 

ogland nearly two years since, to search 
for Sir John Franklit, arrived last even. 
ing, and anchored at Seucelito. ‘The 
health ofthe crew during the voyage has 
been excellent. ‘Phe Rattlesnake and the 
Enterprise are the last ofthe vessels sent 
out afer Sir John Franklin. ‘They are

Upon 
arriving at the place where the wagons 
‘were attacked, they found the bodies «t 
six men, and a short distance from therr 
the bodies of four mare were found, 
Taree of the murdered party were women 
and sixchildren. The bodies of the wo- 
men bore signs of the most brutal viow 
lence.

About thirty 
regulars and the same number of volun- 
teers were sent out from Fort Dallas—all
